Willing to Have the United 
States Join in Plan if 
Found Sound. 


MOVE IS EXPECTED 
BY BRITISH ENVOY 


Floating of German Bonds 
Here May Be Ultimate Re- 
sult of Negotiations. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge will not turn a 
deaf ear to European appeals for Amer- 
ican assistance in solving the European 
reparations problem, but the price for 
American aid will be the adoption of a 
practical, method of 
dealing with this all-important ques- 
tion by the allied governments, partic- 
ularly France. 

he position of the United States 
Government, which may have a far- 
reaching effect on world economie sta- 
bility, was outlined at the White House 
yesterday. It may ultimately mean 
floating of German bonds in the Amer- 
ican market, a form of American in- 
dorsement for the whole program of 
revising the Dawes plan and definitely 
ascertaining the total amount which 
Germany must pay as a result of the 
war. But Amerioan participation and 
responsibility are to be dictated by the 
United States, not Europe, if develop- 
ments warrant such action. 

iscussion of the matter at the White 
House followed reports from abroad 
tha: the allied government had decided 
to sound out the United States relative 
to American aid in solving the general 
reparations problem. 

British Envoy Expected to Act, 

It was reported that Sir Esme How- 
ard, the British Ambassador, had been 
delegated to take the matter up with 
Secretary of State Kellogg. gQhhe am- 
bassador informed the State Depart- 


common-sense 


ment yesterday that he would not ask 
for appointment on that day, but it 
was understood that Sir Esme will see 
Mr. Kellogg in the very near future. 

Meanwhile, the suggestion had 
reached President Coolidge that Ameri- 
can participation was desired. The 
Government here has been aware for 
some time that Great Britain, France 
and Germany were hopeful of inter- 
esting America in the problem. There 
has, however, been an attitude of tem-~- 
porary aloofness here because of the 
fact that any action now taken by 
this Government will necessarily in- 
volve the incoming administration in 
an international problem of first mag- 
nitude. The indicated prospect of action 
now implies, in the minds of diplomats, 
that President-elect Hover has been 
advised of the situation and that there 
is no further need for holding back 
if the matter becomes pressing be- 
tween now and March 4. 


Holds Problem is Europe’s. 


President Coolidge is understood to 
regard the problem of reparations as 
essentially a Europeian problem even 
though the United States has a slight 
share to the extent of 2% per cent in 
the reparation payments under the 
Dawes plan. The essence of the big 
problem is where to find the money to 
take care of German bonds which will 
be the natural outcropping of a settle- 
ment of German indebtedness . Europe 
has not the money and America has. 
The plan therefore will presumably 
stand or fall according to whether or 
not America is willing to lend a help- 
ing hand to the European reparations 
program. 

The President, it was stated, is not 
unsympathetic to a program which will 
greatly help financial and economic 
conditions in Europe. provided such 
plan is so worked out as to be at the 
same time beneficial to the United 
States. 

Willing to Extend Aid, 

As the matter is now presented to 
this government, there is more than a 
possibility that Europe can not solve 
the problem without American aid. If 
this proves to be the case, there will be 
a tendency on the part of the President 
to extend such aid. But, if aid is given,

The greatest obstacle to solution of 
the reparation problem so far has been 
France's insistence upon impossible 
and even fantastic reparations from 
Germany. At first France refused to 
set any limit to the ultimate amount 
she would require while French states- 
men gained temporary power and pres- 
tige by promising the French people 
hundreds of billions. The London con- 
feyence of 1921 set the figure tenta- 
tively at 132,000,000,000 gold marks, 
which was admittedly more than 100,- 
000,000,000 gold marks more than Ger- 
many was ever expected to pay. 

Now the French discussion has re- 
volved around 32,000,000,000 gold marks, 
with a proviso that any scaling down 
of German reperations to France must 
coincide with a scaling down of the 
amount France is to be in war debt to 
America. 

Bans French Debt Discussion. 


If France persists in demanding im- 
possibilities or if there is any attempt 
to link the French war debt with Grr- 
man reparations, the United States will 
take no part whatever in the European 
Teparation problem. The experts who 
deal with the problem must be free 
from such instructions as would result 
from France's insistence upon impossi- 
bilities. This fact would have to be 
made clear to the United States in ad- 
vance. 

Those experts must be ‘ree to exer- 
cise their judgment, it was explained 
yesterday, and must not be hampered 
by advance instructions which would 
restrict them from reaching practical 
instead of political considerations. 

It was hinted in White House circles 
that if America responds to Europe's 
appeal for financial aid there should be 
less criticism from European quarters 
over the fact that America’s financia) 
power has in the past responded to ap- 


peals for help, in the smaller countries 
of Central America, for example. 


Three Banks Unite 
With $600,000,000 


New York Merger Creates 
Fifth Largest Trust 


Company in U. S. 
New York, Dec. 21 (N.Y.W.N.S.).— The 
second bank merger within two days 
took place here today when officials of 
the State Bank & Trust Co., Interstate 
Trust Co. and the Manufacturers Trust 
Co. virtually completed details for com- 
bining the three institutions into a 
company with resources approximating 
$600,000,000, making it the fifth largest 
trust company and tenth biggest bank 
in the United States. 

The merged banks will have 55 offices 
in Greater New York. Manufacturers 
Trust Co. has 30 offices, while State 
Bank & Trust Co. has 17 and Interstate 
Trust Co. 8 offices in metropolitan New 
York. Terms of the merger partially 
were agreed on at today’s meeting and 
will be announced within the next ten 
days. 

The present combination follows on 
the heéls of an exchange of stockhold- 
ers by the International Acceptance 
Bank and the Bank of the Manhattan 
Company. There are at least three more 
bank mergers in prospect... Banking 
circles understand that the State-In- 
terstate-Manufacturers deal may be 
considerably larger, as four more insti- 
tutions soon may be added to the pres- 
ent combination.

Against New 


York’s Noises 


Antiuproar Society in Turmoil as It Voices Demands for 
Silent City; Din Drowns Gavel of Chairman 
as Members Vociferate Views. 


New York, Dec. 21 (U.P.).—After one 
of the noisiest meetings in its history, 
members of the New York Antinoise 
Society fared forth today to make the 
city safe for sensitive ear drums, each 
in his own individual manner. 

The meeting, presided cver by Mrs. 
Florence Hamilton, chairman of the 
Women’s Peace Society, was attended 
by sixteen foes of noise, including Mrs. 
Hamilton, whose gavel and voice were 
almost drowned when she askeq for 
resolutions, 

Mrs. Mary Halton, formerly of the 


city health department and Bellvue 


Hospital, arose and told the assembly 
of antinolsers that whereas New York 
was now a city of noise, a few simple 
changes could transform it into a city 
of music. 

But before Mrs. Halton had detailed 
the changes necessary, Romance Hayli- 
cek, an engineer of Englewood, N. J., 
was demanding the elimination of loud 

speakers from in front of radio stores. 
Havlicek had an elaborate plan for 
eliminating the music of radio store 
loud speakers, one alternative of which 
was to tear them out by tie roots. He 
made it plain that he felt deeply on 


jthe subject and regarded radio joud 


speakers in front of stores as a menace 


ito American health. Perhaps no per- 


son in the room expressed less sym- 
pathy for Mrs. Halton’s scheme of 
transforming all the noises in New 
York into music. 

Then while Mrs. Hamilton demanded 
that the business of suppressing noise 
proceed in an orderly way, other mem- 
bers of the society introduced resolu- 
tions in rapid-fire succession, 

One demanded that riveters be done 
away with and that skyscrapers hence- 
forth be either welded by noiseless 
heat or perhaps screwed together. An- 
other was sick and tired of hearing the 
whistles on tug boats and suggested 
strongly that there should be a law 
Another wanted rubber or something 
inserted in subway turnstiles, which 
make an awful clacking, the way they 
are now. Another wanted newsboys 
muzzled, and yet another was indig- 
nant about the automobile horn situa- 
tion. 

Finally, there came a_ suggestion 
which was carried over until another 
meeting. A man who.described him- 
self merely as a “wage slave” urged 


the society to become an antispitting 


organization. After his impassioned 
plea that aviators be forbidden by law 
to expectorate from planes, the Anti- 
noise Society adjourned, and not very 
quietly.

Almost Perpendicularly at 
Pitcairn Field. 


ROTOR IS LIKE WINDMILL 


Pitcairn Field, Philadelphia, Dec. 21 
(U.P.).—For two hours a weird in- 
verted windmill on an airplane body— 
the autogiro—whirled up and down 
over the field here this afternoon be- 
fore a small group of spectators. As 
the red, giowing sun sank, the first 


' official and public tests in America of 


the autogiro, or wingless airplane, ended 
with spectators saying the event might 
be the dawn of the “Safety first” era 
in flying. 

The plane is the property of Harold 

Pitcairn, airplane manufacturer and 
laviation. enthusiast. The autogiro is 
hls hobby. 


Stands Still in Air. 


The autogiro can ascend and de- 
ecend almost perpendicularly to the 
fiying field. By increasing the speed of 

windmill, or the rotor, as it is 
called technically, the plane ascends, 
end by decreasing it, the plane drops. 
‘The autogiro fulfills aviators’ hopes of 
@ plane that stands still in the air. 

The plane is about 35 feet long with 
ithe body, in silver gray, built like al- 
most any plane. The “windmill” or 
rotor has a diameter of 25 feet. The 
“runt” wings, like a pelicans’, are about 
5 feet long. The wing spread of the 
plane without the rotor is about 12 
feet.

“Except for that the autogiro will do 
all the things an airplane will do and 
then about five or six more,” Rawson 
said. 

He said the plane was much safer 
than an ordinary plane.

SIGNED BY GOOLIDGE 


Steps for Walling of Canyon 
in Colorado Await Only 
States’ Ratification.

The Boulder Canyon Dam bill re- 
posc.i last night on the statute books of 
the Nation, the newest law of the land.

Five 
of these States, Wyoming, New Mexico, 
Colorado, Nevada and California have 
approved the pact, which was drafted 
at Santa Fe .,N. Mex., in 1922. The 
two remaining States are Utah and 
Arizona, and ratification by one ~* 
these is necessary.

Respite for Slayer 
Asking Early Death 


Gov. Fisher Delays Jawor- 
ski’s Execution at Request 


of His Sister. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 21 (A.P.).—Gov. 
Fisher today granted a respite to Paul 
Jaworski, bandit slayer under sentence 
to die in the electric chair December 31 
until the week of January 21, to permit 
the State Board of Pardons to pass 
upon his case. : 

Jaworski had asked the governor to 
set an early date for his execution. The 
granting of the respite today was at 
the request of his sister, Mrs. Catherine 
Logan, Detroit, who claims her brother 
is insane. 

The convicted killer was known as 
the leader of the “flathead mob.” which 
perpetrated a series of payroll robberies 
in the Pittsburgh district. 

Since his capture in a Cleveland res- 
taurant, following his escape from the 
Allegheny County jail, Jaworski has been 
partly paralyzed as the result of a bul- 
let fired by one of his captors He killed 
a policeman before he was overpowered.

Riverside Baptist, the Gift of 
John D., Jr., Like Torch 


| as Scaffolds Burn. 


; 


New York, Dec. 21 (U.P.).—Fire that 
started in a workman’s charcoa] brazier 
destroyed tonight the partly completed 
Riverside Baptist Church, a $5,000,000 
iStructure that was to have been one 
| of the finest in the world. 

A brisk freezing wind from the Hud- 
|son fanned the flames. Enveloping the 
| scaffolding, they soon made the build- 
(ing a magnificent torch that lighted 
|} up the fashionable drive for miles and 
j}attracted thousands of persons not only 
from Manhattan to the scene, but 
brought residents on the New Jersey 
Side of the river.to the opposite shore. 

Before long, the heat of the flames 
caused great stones to be loosened, and 
they made a deadly rain among fire- 
men who, handicaped by the biter cold, 
were fighting the fire. By 9:45 four 
alarms had been sounded, and at that 
time the fire had spread to two ad- 
joining structures. 


Given by John D., Jr. 


The church was made possible by the 
generosity of John D. Rockefeller, jr., 
and it was to be a dream come true. 
He and the Rev. Harry Emerson Fosdick, 
pastor of the Rockefeller Park Avenue 
Baptist Church. had conceived the idea 
of building on the beautiful drive one 
of the great churches of the world. 
Architects went throughout Europe 
Studying the finest cathedrals, and ob- 
tained most of their inspiration for 
the new building from Chartres Cathe- 
dral in France. 

So serious did the fire become that 
two more alarms were turned in. The 
Streets became a mass of ice from the 
Streams of water, which were thrown 
ineffectually toward the highest por- 
tion of the tower. Firemen were forced 
to let the tower burn itself out, and 
confine thelr attention to thé main 
body of the church and to the adjoin- 
ing buildings. 

Fire Chief Kenlon made a preliminary 
estimate of $1,000,000 damage, with the 
idea that by extensive cleaning the 
stone of the main building could be 
salvaged. Everything burnable in the 
structure was consuméd in the roaring 
flames that shot hundreds of feet into 
the alr. 


500 Are Driven Out. 


Five hundred persons were driven out 
of the adjoining buildings—the Union 
Theological Seminary on one side, an 
ll-story apartment building on the 
other. 

Two hundred of these were seminary 
students and missionaries, who had 
been listening to a lecture by President 
Henry Sloan Coffin, 

Dr. Fosdick was early on the scene, 
having been attracted from his quar- 
ters in the seminary dormitory. He was 
sad but stoic over the fire. 

“I can only say,” he said, “that I am 
thankful no one was injured.” 

It was impossible to determine, ex- 
perts said, whether it would be possi- 
ble to save even the stone in the build- 
ing. The heat was terrific, they said. 
As the flames died down, having left 
nothing that could burn, the building 
and its skeleton tower were like a 
bizarre tombstone. Dr. Fosdick sald 
the church would be rebuilt. 


Battleship Book Escort. 

Copenhagen (A.P.). — The United 
States once offered to send a man of 
war to Denmark to fetch a book—the 
diary of Capt. Jens Munk, Danish ex- 
plorer, who in 1619 tried to find the 
northwest passage,’ which three cen- 
turies later Amundsen discovered. The 
book was wanted in 1893 for the Chi- 
cago World’s Exposition, but Denmark 
refused to lend it.

|AFGHANISTAN ARMY 
ATTACKING IN HILLo 


Rebels Fight All Day; Are En- 
trenched; Suburbs of 
Kabul Are Cleared. 


FORCE IS PUT AT 7,000 


Moscow, Dec. 21 (A.P.).—The Tass 
Agency reports that a battle, begun 
this morning by loyal troops attacking 
the Bagibela Hills, held by the Afghan- 
istan rebels, continued this evening. 
Military headquarters were confident 
that the rebel detachments soon would 
be driven from their strong entrench- 
ments. 


The troops of King Amanulla* were 
said to have repulsed the rebels in the 
environs of Kabul and to be pursuing 
them tn the direction of Charikara. 


Legation Admits Uravity. 


London, Dec, 21 (A.P.).—-The Afghan 
Legation here tonight admitted the 
seriousness of the revolt in the vicinity 
of Kabul, the capital of Afghanistan. 
Later advices to the legatior showed 
that instead of #00 bandits, as pre- 
viously stated, there were 7,000 well- 
armed men disguised as Afghan troops 

articipating in the disorders. Their 
uniforms led to a report that the army 
had revolted, 

The Afghan guard at the British Le- 
gation fled before these attackers as 
they advanced down the raghibela 
road, but the British “Minister ciosed 
the legation gates and warned the in- 
surgents of the international im- 
munity of all legations. 

The insurgents then moved eastward 
in the direction of Kabul City, thus 
cutting off for some time the British 
Legation. Two or three days later they 
were routed by Afghan troops and 
driven back to thelr northern hills. 

The tribes which have been oper- 
ating in the east were said to be faced 
by an Afghan army which prevents 
their movin in the capital. 


Radio Is Interrupted. 


The Minister added that radio from 
the palace at Kabul was suddenly in- 
terrupted on Wednesday afternoon be- 
cause of damage to electrical works 30 
miles north of the city by the rebels in 
their retreat. Messages were relayed by 
way of Russia until last night, when 
direct communications were restored. 

.t was then learned that loyal rein- 
forcements arrived in Kabul from dif- 
ferent provinces and that others were 
on the way to give support to King 
Amanullah. The legation repeated its 
assurance that the British Legation 
war in no danger. 

New Delhi, India, Dec. 21 (A.P.)—Ob- 
Servers in an airplane which flew over 
Kabul today reported that all was well 
with the‘ British Legation there.

Youth Says That He Clashed 
With “Hip” Dickerson

Corvallis, Oreg., Dec. 21. (A.P.). 
Lewis (Hip) Dickerson, assistant Ore- 
gon State College athletic coach, died 
here this morning, as the result of a 
stab wound, inflicted ‘ast Tuesday 
by Lanza Bryant, 20, a Corvallis youth, 
in an altercation over a girl. 

Bryant, who was arrested on an open 
charge, has been removed to Portland 
by Corvallis authorities who feared 
possible violence. 

In a jail cell in Portland last night 
Bryant said: “There was no intention 
on my part to stab Dickerson. There 
was a misunderstanding over a ‘date’ 
with a girl. I thought I had the date 
with her. She seemed to misunder- 
stand and went with Dickerson. I met 
him on the street and struck him. I 
can not account for the stabbing. I 
must have Jost control of myself—I 
don’t remember.” 

Presecuting officers of Corvallis had 
announced that Bryant would be 
charged with murder in the event of 
Dickerson’s death.

Jardine’s Indorsement of the 
McNary Bill Regarded as 
Coolidge’s View. 


HOOVER’S IDEAS SOUGHT 


(Associated Press.) 


A letter from President Coolidge’s 
Becretary of Agriculture, William M. 
Jardine, indorsing the McNary farm bill 
before the Senate yesterday started a 
drive for enactment of the legislation 
at this session. Chairman McNary, of 
the Senate agriculture committee, an- 
nounced he would assemble the com- 
mittee to consider it during the holiday 
recess or immediately thereafter. 

Seeking to avoid an early extra 
Session of Congress, which was promised 
By Herbert Hoover in the event farm 
relief was not disposed of at this term 
of Congress, a group of congressional 
leaders, including Senator Watson, of 
Indiana, the prospective Republican 
leader of the Senate next session, joined 
in the drive. 

The letter regarded the 
Capitol as an expression from the 
Coolidge administration for the new 
farm bill submitted by Senator McNary 
and as a desi: of the present adminis- 
tration to am the legislation through 
at this time. 

The “fly in the ointment” is a desire 
of many leaders to learn the attitude 
of Herbert Hoover on the bill. Feelers 
have been put out to get an expression 
from the President-elect without suc- 
cess and it seems likely that emissaries 
will be sent to him in this connection 
when he returns next month. 

In his letter to Senator McNary, the 
Secretary of Agriculture indorsed the 
bill, which would establish a Federal 
farm board with a $300.000,000 Joan 
fund, and declared, “I believe that it 
should be passed as early as possible 
in Order to make it applicable to the 
1929 crop.” 

Senator McNary sald if the legisla- 
tion were to be effective during the 
approaching farm season it would have 
to be passed at this session. He 
doubted if a bill passed even late in 
the spring could be put into operation 
tm time to be workable this year. 

However, Senators Borah, of Idaho, 
and Brookhart, of Iowa, who played 
prominent roles in the campaign of 
Mr. Hoover, are standing pat for the 
extra session promised by the President- 
elect for farm relief. They insist that

The objection that calendar simpll- 
fication under a _ proposed thirteen- 
month system would give the world a 
“wandering Sabbath” was advanced 
yesterday by Representative Bloom

Senate Bills Aimed 
At Drunken Driving 


Sackett Measures Would 
Have Diplomats Recalled, 


Employes Discharged. 

Two measures to curb drunken 
drivers were introduced in the Senate 
yesterday by Senator Sackett, Republl- 
can, of Kentucky, one aimed at diplo- 
mats and the other at Federal and 
District officers and employes. 

The first resolution suggests that

WARD COMPANY HELPFUL 


New York, Dec. 21 (N.¥.W.N.S.)— 
The United States Shipping Board to- 
day declared war on the attempt of 
the British-owned Cunard Line to cut 
into the hitherto unbroken American 
monopoly of the direct steamship route 
between New York and Havana with 
its 32,000-ton liner Caronia, by assign- 
ing the United States liner President 
Roosevelt to the Ward Line, to be run 
in direct, day-by-day competition with 
the Caronia this winter. 

This move was announced by chalir- 
man T. V. O’Connor of the Shipping 
Board this afternoon, after a conference 
with representatives of the Ward Line, 
the Dollar Steamship Company, the 
Munson Steamship Line, the American 
and Cuban Steamship Line, the 
Panama Mall Steamship Company, the 
Panama-PacifiCc Steamship Company, 
the Grace Line and the United Fruit 
Company. 

The first sailing of 
which will make a round trip every 
week, is scheduled for December 27. 
The Roosevelt will sail from New York 
January 5, the same day the Caronia 
sails for her second round trip, and 
after that, through January, February 
and March, the trips cf the Roosevelt 


will exactly parallel those of the 
Caronia.

©'Connor said today, is prepared to 
sustain a considerable loss in order to 
drive the Cunard Line out of a trade 
which it considers pecullarly American. 
All the American lines engaged in this 
trade will probably suffer somewhat 
through the addition of not merely one, 
but two, large and fast steamers to the 
route, 

He does not, however, belleve there 
will be a rate war, 

“This is war,” he declared. “Let the 
other side make the next move.

Mr. O'Conner said that all the Amer- 
ican lines involved are ready to con- 
cede that the intrusion of the Caronia 
into their exclusive field during the 
most lucrative passenger months of the 
year, when their greatest profits are 
made, is likely to put them in bad 
shape. 


Cunard Officers Good Natured. 


Officers of the Cunard Line today 
were inclined to treat the matter wita 
good nature. 

“That’s all right with us,” said Har- 
old P. Borer, Cunard general passenger 
agent, when. shown the Shipping Board 
announcement. “We prefer not to look 
on what the Shipping Board has done 
as an attempt to put the Caronia out 
of the Havana trade. We think Ha- 
vana is coming along so nicely as a 
tourist proposition that there is room 
for a number of ships. 

“Incidentally, in the matter of rates, 
we have already granted the Ward Line 
a differential of #15 in the round-trip 
passenger rate. That is to say, it wiil 
cost a passenger $15 more to make the 
trip on the Caronia than on one of the 
other ships.” 

The rate on the Caronla will be $175 
per passenger, whereas Ward Line 
steamers are charging $160 for the

Persecution; Total Terms, 
Concurrent, 23 Years. 


FRAUD CASES APPEALED 


New York, Dec. 21 (N.Y.W.N.B.).— 
Crying persecution as he has cried it 
many times before, George Graham 
Rice took the count in Federal Court 
today and, unless the United States 
District Court of Appeals rules other-~ 
wise, for the next nine years he will 
be the ward of a Govermment he has 
eluded for most of his 58 years. 

Convicted of using the mails in stock 
frauds, and conspiracy so to misuse 
them, Rice was brought before Federal 
Judge Knox itn the Woolworth Build- 
ing for sentence. He received a total 
of 23 years, so arranged, however, that 
he is to serve four of them in the 
Atlanta Penitentiary and the following 


five under the constant surveillance of 
a Federal probation officer. 


Climax of His Career. 


This was, perhaps, the dramatic cli- 
max in the life of Rice, born Jacob 
Simon Herzig in 1870; a life that has 
been replete with such scenes. It 
closed, for the time at least, a career 
that has been shady and meteoric. 
Tipster, dealer in stock of dubious 
value, Rice has been, almost from the 
Gay in 1890 when he first ran afoul 
the law, a figure of great mental 
brilliance. 

“Outrageous lies,” shouted this thin, 
nerve-brimming figure in a raucous, 
agitated voice at United States Attor- 
ney Charles H. Tuttle in a tense mo- 
ment before Judge Knox today. “This 
man, the tool of the bucket shops, 
is putting lies into the record. This 
protagonist———”’ ° 

Judge Knox interrupted. “Sit down,” 
he said. “You'll get your turn to talk.” 
John Hinkley, deputy marshal, strode 
toward the shouting Rice. A moment 
of wavering, and Rice subsided. 

There was nothing new in this cry. 
It might well have lifted bodily from 
the court records of 1911, when the 
same man, then stouter, better groomed, 
more suave, was sent to Atlanta for 
one year on a charge somewhat simi- 
lar. Or again, it might have been the 
Same Rice who, in 1918, 1919 and 1920, 
defended thimself against an almost 
continuous series of fraud charges. 


Copper Inquiry Begun, 


Some time aso the Federal Govern- 
ment began to prod into the affairs 
of the Idaho Copper Corporation, of 
which Walter K. Yorston, codefendant 
With Rice, was president, and of the 
Wall Street Iconoclast, of which Rice 
was president.

Yorston must serve nine months in 
the Westchester Penitentiary, and re- 
port to the probation officer for the 
next five years. The Iconoclast will be 


called upon to pay a fine of $10,000, | 


and a five-year sentence on the cop- 
per corporation itself was suspended. 

Rice was given four four-year terms. 
All are to be served concurrently, re- 
ducing the total to four years. In ad- 
dition, was the cther Sentence of five 
years, to be the period in which Rice 
must report to the probation officer 
each week. 

An. appeal was announced, and exe- 
cution of all sentences was stayed un- 
til January 3.

J. M. Fortier, 20-year-old flying en- 
thusiast of Sherbrooke, Que., who lost 
his life, took off from Sherbrooke for 
Montreal with E. O. Champagne of the 
Inter-Provincial Airways at the con- 
trols, but the pilot lost his way flying 
in a snowstorm. 

Champagne said he had brought his 
plane to within 100 feet of the earth 
when he discovered he was trying to 
land between a house and a row of 
trees. He attempted to regain altitude, 
but the plane had lost flying speed and 
went into a nosedive.

Malay ‘‘Land Upside Down, ”’ 
Geographic Society is Told 


A land in which fish live in holes 
in the mud and climb trees, birds sleep 
upside down and lizards discard their 


tails which go dancing about for many 
minutes—such is the Malay Peninsula,‘ 
Carveth Wells told members of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society last night in 
an address at the Washington Audi- 
torium. 

‘Mr. Wells; who lived for six years 
in the heart of the Malayan jungle, 
surveying the line for the railway 
which now connects Singapore and 
Bangkok, said that he is convinced 
that it is one of the strangest and 
most topsy-turvy regions in the world. 
Other oddities which he mentioned are 
bushes of the sensitive plant family 
that not only fold up their leaves, but 
in addition lie flat on the ground. 
Sometimes an acre of the bushes will 
“lie down,” he declared, when a buffalo 
begins to browse on the edge of a 
field. 
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Fruits so rich in pepsin that a beef- 
steak folded into one will be predi- 
gested, moths and buterfiies a foot 
across, and birds that feed their mates 
strychnine during the setting period, 
were also described. One of the queer- 
est animals of Malaysia, Mr. Wells 
said, is a deer which, when full grown, 
is only seven inches high. The en- 
tire carcass can be cooked in a frying 
pan, 

The jungles of Malaysia are so dense 
that Mr. Wells and his engineering 
associates worked continually in twi- 
light. In order that sights of more 
than ten feet could be taken it was 
necessary to hack paths through the 
dense growth. On the tops of felled 
trees wonderful orchids were found.

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FLOOD CONTROL—MAYBE. 


‘President Coolidge’s approtal of the Boul- 
der Dam bill has the effect of indefinitely post- 
poning and making uncertain the. protection 
of the settlers of the Imperial Valley against 
fleod. 

*One of the purposes of this measure is to 
install a flood control system, and public opin- 
ion throughout the United States has favored 
the bill largely because it was believed that 
it. made early and certain provision for pro- 
tecting the lives and property of inhabitants 
of the Imperial Valley. But the flood-control 
works can not be constructed until and unless 
six States agree to the Colorado River com- 
pact, and not until the Boulder or Black Can- 
yon Dam has been constructed. 

Five States have agreed to the seven-State 
compact, but two of them, Utah and Arizona, 
are opposed tc it. Apparently the sponsors 
of the bill expect te induce Utah to withdraw 
its opposition and agree to the compact. 
Arizona is immovably opposed to the compact. 

‘Thus the protection of the Imperial Valley 
dépends upon the settlement of a dispute 
among several States which involves ex- 
tremely difficult problems, and which has not 
béen settled in spite of seven years of un- 
remitting effort. Instead of performing its 
plain duty of providing flood control, Congress 
has permitted flood control to become involved 
in @ quarrel among the States over the waters 
of the Colorado. 

‘One of the States concerned insists that its 
rights are denied by the seven-power compact, 
yé@t it is proposed in this measure that the six 
other States may impose the compact upon 
that State against its will. Thus there is in 
eight interminable litigation involving the con- 
stitutional rights of a State, which may tie up 
he entire project and still longer subject the 
settlers of the Imperial Valley to.the dangers 
of flood. 

The measure provides that if it should be 
faund necessary to supply water to Mexico 
aliove the quantity already allotted by the com- 
pact, “‘the State of California shall and will 
mutually agree with the State of Arizona to 
supply” additional water. But Arizona has 
not given its assent to this proposition. Can 
Congress compel a State to enter into an agree- 
ment with another State? That question, also, 
may arise to postpone the construction of flood 
ecantrol works, 

"No agreement has been reached between 
the United States and Mexico concerning the 
waters of the Colorado River. It is hoped 
that an agreement will be reached, to be made 
effective by treaty; but the negotiation and 
ratification of treaties is a tedious process. The 
engineers who reported on this project recom- 
mended that an understanding be reached with 
Mexico before beginning construction work. 


_ This recommendation was ignored by Congress. 


Ten years may elapse, if all goes well, be- 
fore flood control works will protect the peo- 
ple of the Imperial Valley under the terms of 
this legislation. If all does not go well, the 
legislation will not result in any flood control. 

‘Americans, without regard to residence, will 
pray that nature will avert a disastrous flood 
that would bring down universal condemna- 
tion upon ail concerned:with this legislation. 


RADIUM DANGERS. 


"The newest medical problem in industry, 
that of safeguarding employes who work with 
radium, held the attention of 75 scientists and 
pliysicians in Washington this week. The con- 
fekence was called by Surgeon General Cum- 
ming to determine a program by which his 
officers may remedy existing conditions in 
rafium industries. A definite solution was not 
fofnd, but the conference recommended ap- 
pointment of committees to determine the 
nevtessary physical qualifications of radium 
workers, and to codify and distribute this in- 
formation. _ 

The conference developed a difference of 
opinion among the experts. One group, led by 
Dr, Ethelbert Stewart, commissioner of labor 
statistics, urged that commercial use of radium 
be-entirely discontinued. Radium has cost the 
lives of seven men and thirteen women in fac- 
tories of New Jersey, where watches with 
luminous dials are produced. Twenty-three 
others in this one State have suffered from 
yadium poisoning. Any one who absorbs 
raflium into the system is exposed to anemia. 

‘Watches with luminous dials are a fad, 
though a very convenient one. The actual 
utflity they represent is not sufficient justifi- 
cation for the loss of life that has resulted 
from their production. The question that 


_ should be considered is: Can radium dials be 


painted without loss of life? Evidence 
brought out at the conference tends to show 
that they can.

fatalities. There is no sense in condemning 
the commercial use of radium, if this simple 
solution will eliminate the element of danger 
to dial painters. Before any action is taken 
the committee should investigate the metal 
needle method and its possible use in Ameri- 
can factories. If safety .to workmen and 
radium dials are both possible, why not have 
both? 


EARLY FARM RELIEF URGED. 


Secretary of Agriculture Jardine has writ- 
ten a letter to Senator McNary, of Oregon, 
chairman ef the Senate committee on agricul- 
ture, urging the prompt enactment of the Mc- 
Nary revised farm bill. ‘‘Since it would re- 
quire some time to put the provisions of this 
bill into operation,”’ he says, “I believe that it 
should be passed as early as possible in order 
to make it applicable to the 1929 crop.” 

It is generally agreed that solution of the 
ills that beset agriculture, a basic industry, is 
one of the most pressing problems facing the 
country. The revised farm bill was drafted af- 
ter mature study of the many schemes pre- 
sented for solution of the agricultural problem. 
Basically it provides a program upon which 
there exists general agreement. In his letter 
to Senator McNary, Mr. Jardine says of the 
bill: “It is highly probable that meritorious 
suggestions will be made for its improvement, 
I do not believe, however, that it should be 
necessary to change its fundamental structure, 
I am firmly convinced that this bill provides 
the basis for substantial and permanent relief.”’ 

During the campaign both parties made 
pledges of early farm relief legislation. There 
is no justification for postponing action. Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover’s promise to call an extra 
session of Congress for consideration of the 
farm problem, if necessary, proves that he 
considers this urgent legislation, and that it is 
his desire to obtain action during the present 
session. Secretary Jardine’s letter to the 
author of the measure places the administra- 
tion solidly behind it. Congress would do well 
to buckle down seriously to consideration and 
enactment of the measure at this session. 
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PASSING OF THE WALDORF. 


The passing of the Waldorf marks more than 
the destruction of a famous hotel by the in- 
exorable passing Of time and the steady march 
of progress. It marks the end of an American 
institution and tradition. It will be demolished 
next summer and upon its commanding loca- 
tion at Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth street 
will be reared a 50-story office building. 

The Waldorf-Astoria was the first of the in- 
ternationally known American hostelries. 
Thrown open to the public in 1893, it rapidly 
assumed a preeminent place in the life of 
Manhattan. Great balls that will remain ever 
a tradition were given in the Waldorf; famed 
personages from the four corners of the world 
found hospice beneath its roof. Financial 
deals of far-reaching importance were planned 
and executed in its rooms, and political for- 
tunes were made and unmade behind its walls. 

It is for other things, however, that the 
Waldorf is best known. Its Peacock Alley, 
where women of fashion displayed their gowns, 
was known the world over, and no trip to 
New York two decades ago was rated success- 
ful unless the ladies in the party were per- 
mitted to inspect this long, narrow corridor. 
The Rose Room was one of America’s most 
famous dining rooms, and the “‘copper car,” 
from which choice viands were served piping 
hot at the table side, became.a tradition. 
There was Oscar, chef and later maitre d’hotel, 
friend of royalty and perhaps the most famous 
of chefs. In addition there were inaugurated 
in the Waldorf innovations such as room tele- 
phones, floor pantries for room service and 
floor clerks, which today are part of the rou- 
tine of hotel practice. 

The Waldorf did not lose its popularity. It 
will be closed, says the announcement, despite 
‘an unimpaired volume of business,” because 
the great nonproductive areas of the old- 
fashioned hotel, large public rooms, wide cor- 
ridors and the bar, involving enormous taxa- 
tion and operating costs, have become so bur- 
densome that a more productive use of the 
site is indicated. 


DON’T OVEREAT. 

Time was when the holiday season brought 
huge steaming boars’ heads, borne trium- 
phantly aloft upon the shoulders of vassals 
and serfs to the festal board. With them 
went the “fixings” in enormous quantity, and 
to cap the climax there was a plum pudding 
wreathed in the thin blue vapors of burning 
brandy. Astounding quantities of food were 
consumed in those days and, if history is to 
be believed, no one was the worse for it. 

Today the meals of yesterday are looked 
upon as horrible examples of self-abuse, Four- 
teen courses have been reduced to four, and 
the public is constantly urged by this food 
expert or that dietary specialist to eat lightly. 
The holiday season, however, invariably pre- 
sents the temptation to indulge the appetite to 
an inordinate degree. The Baltimore City 
health department has seen fit to issue a warn- 
ing to the people of that opulent city, pointing 
out the dangers of overindulgence. 

“One of the traditional joys of Christmas is 
eating,’”’ says the neighboring authority. ‘‘In 
fact, to many it is the joy of overeating—a 
joy which is looked forward to with the de- 
liberate intention of reaching a condition of 
comfortable distention. The result is, of 
course, that many go too far, and have to call 
doctors to rescue them from misery.” 

The warning is timely everywhere, and es- 
pecially in this happy region, where nature 
provides superior foods in unmatched variety 
and abundance. Let the castor oil bottle bé 
well filled, and let every family have its 
doctor’s telephone number posted in plain 
view. 
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SELF-REGULATION OF INDUSTRY. 


The United States is thoroughly converted 
to its present method of doing business. So- 
Cialistic schemes have made little headway 
in this country, and the socialistic element in 
politics is losing rather than gaining ground. 
The Nation has become the most prosperous 
country in the world by keeping the Govern- 
ment out of business. 

With the combination of large industrial in- 
terests and the tendency toward cooperation 
among many groups, strict regulation has be- 
come necessary.

ly developing. The commercial world has 
found that an enduring public patronage can 
only be based on fair and reasonable practices. 
At the same time it has learned that it is to 
the interest of legitimate business to weed out 
all fraudulent concerns, and to insist on ethi- 
cal standards for business as a whole. 

This has resulted in self-regulatory move- 
ments which have great promise. The De- 
partment of Commerce has noted with satis- 
faction the increase of business regulation 
from within during the past year. The in- 
terests of the public, the commercial world 
and the Government demand that this ten- 
dency be given encouragement. The move- 
ment is far from being fully developed, and 
the most intelligent leadership will be neces- 
sary for growth in the right direction, 

One phase of the self-regulation system 
which should be given early attention is the 
multiciplicity of associations and central com- 
mittees that are being formed. For example, 
the mining industry is supporting or helping 
to support a dozen national associations of a 
technical character, as well as 30 to 40 State 
and local organizations. All of them are work- 
ing in the interest of the industry, but at the 
same time they are being financed by mining 
men and are duplicating costly services. Seri- 
ous thought should be given to actual needs, 
followed by a process of elimination of un- 
necessary organizations which only tend to 
increase the costs assessed against members, 


AIRPLANE EXPLORATION, 


Navigators have found and named practi- 
cally every area of land of any significance in 
the world, with the exception of the frozen 
areas about the poles. It remains for the 
aviator to complete man’s knowledge of the 
earth on which he lives, in those regions where 
water navigation is impossible. Reports of the 
activities of the expedition led by Capt. Wil- 
kins indicate that this is being rapidly accom- 
plished. 

Capt. Wilkins has achieved more than could 
have been done in months of weary surface ex- 
ploration. He has determined that Graham 
Land, which has been considered a part of the 
unknown southern continent, is an island, 
separated from the polar plateau by an iIce- 
filled channel. The flight also resulted in dis- 
covery of six previously uncharted islands, 
and established the fact that the great moun- 
tain range which extends from Alaska to Cape 
Horn does not continue across the Antarctic 
continent to the South Pole. Charts of the 
southern polar regions will have to be con- 
siderably altered as a result of these discover- 
ies, and if the weather is favorable, Capt. Wil- 
kins, together with Commander Byrd, who Is 
working on the other side of the continent, 
may completely revise maps of the region. 

After weeks of cloudiness, snow and rain, 
Capt. Wilkins and Lieut. Fielson got off on a 
long flight covering 1,200 miles of territory 
which had not been seen by human eyes before. 
The practicability of airplane exploration in 
the polar regions has been previously demon- 
strated by Byrd, Wilkins and others who con- 
quered the Arctic. Such expeditions as are be- 
ing conducted into the Antarctic will leave 
little of the earth’s surface that is not charted 
and known. Except for the airplane, science 
might have waited for ages to complete its 
knowledge of the frozen regions. 
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BRITISH SHIPPING COMPETITION. 


Plans of the Cunard Steamship Co., a British 
concern, to enter into what has heretofore 
been considered an exclusive American ship- 
ping lane will be vigorously resisted by the 
Shipping Board. 
committee on merchant marine recently, Vice 
Chairman Plummer suggested a need for legis- 
lation to protect the several American lines 
operating in the Havana trade. The Cunard 
Line, some time ago announced that it would 
withdraw the Caronia from transatlantic 
trade during the winter months, 
an exclusive passenger-carrying service 
tween New York and the Cuban port. Inas- 
much as American lines long have served 
Havana satisfactorily, the Cunard action may 
be looked upon as a definite attempt to invade 
the domain of the American merchant marine. 

The proposed operation will interrupt more 
than a half century of exclusive American 
service to Cuba, operated on a year-round 
basis. The Cunard Line does not, contemplate 
giving year-round service. It plans to place 
a huge liner in this trade during the peak 
season, gathering in the cream of the traffic, 
and leaving it to existing American lines to 
carry on during the lean summer months. A 
genuinely serious situation promises to de- 
velop unless Congress makes a decisive coun- 
ter move. 

The Shipping Board, it is true, controls a 
$10,000,000 fund for the exclusive use of 
protecting American shipping companies from 
unfair competition on the seas. This fund has 
not been drawn on to any considerable extent, 
and it should enable the Shipping Board to 
put ships into the New York-Havana trade at 
a loss. A $10,000,000 fund, however, is not so 
huge that it can not ultimately be used up, 
and a company as strong as Cunard might be 
able and willing to weather such competition 
until, by necessity, the Shipping Board would 
be forced to call off the fight. The ‘“‘fighting 
fund’ can easily precipitate a fight, but it 
affords no genuinely permanent protection. 

Mr. Plummer suggested to the committee 
that an amendment to the existing treaties 
with Great Britain, more clearly defining the 
difference between direct and indirect trade, 
might accomplish the purpose desired. “A 
statute exempting trade between British pos- 
sessions and the United States from discrimi- 
nating duties might reasonably be adopted,” 
he said, “limiting the imposition of discrimi- 
nating charges to British vessels when engaged

British empire and ports of the United States.”

Change of the Calendar. 
To the Editor of The Post—sir: Il 


an effort to ratify the resolution adopt- | 


ed by the Pan-American Conference at 
Havana calling upon the Pan-American 
nations to make necessary preparations 
to participate in an international con- 
ference on calendar simplification, Rep- 
resentative Stephen G, Porter, of Penn- 
sylvania, on December 5 introduced a 
resolution requesting the President to 
call an international conference tor 
this purpose. Hearings upon the reso- 
lution were conducted this week. Pub- 
lic sentiment increasingly favors the 
adoption of a simplified and scientifi- 
cally conceived calendar. 

The shortcomings inherent to the 
present calendar have been pointed out 
frequently. Outstanding is the fact 
that it does not divide time into equal 
periods, making impossible accurate 
comparisons as between weeks, months 
or longer periods. Business always has 
had to try to make allowances for split 
weeks in months, for the number of 
Sundays in a month as compared with 
the preceding or the same month of 
other years, and has always had to take 
into consideration the constant shift- 
ing from year to year of the days of the 
weeks to different dates. Consequently, 
in a number of industrial plants the 
simplified calendar has been adopted 
for bookkeeping and statistical pur- 
poses, and the fact that it has worked 
well wherever it has been adopted is 
proof enough that it would be benefi- 
cial if generally adopted. 

The nearest convenient year for put- 
ting a new calendar into effect is 1933, 
when January 1 falls on Sunday. It 
will take months to prepare the na- 
tions of the world for the innovation. 
The conference should be held in 1929, 
so that if action favorable to the 
change can be had, there will remain 
three years in which to make the prep- 
arations. Congress should act favor- 
ably upon the Porter resolution.

A report on research into 
the question by the recent Rawson- 
MacMillan subarctic expedition shows 
ho positive evidence of the Norsemen’s 
landing.

The report, prepared by Dr. William 
Duncan Strong, assistant curator of 
North American ethnology and archeol- 
ogy, and anthropologist of the expedi- 
tion, does not deny there may be some 
truth in legends that make the Norse- 
men discoverers of America, but leaves 
the question open. 

Dr. Strong declares, however, Ris in- 
vestigation of reputed Norse ruins on 
Sculpin Island, near Nain, on the Lab- 
rador coast, which frequently have 
been cited as possible proof of an an- 
client Norse settlement in ‘America, 
leads him to the conclusion that they 
are merely the remnants of an Eskimo 
whaling camp.

VOOD00 RITES SEEN 
IN MAN'S BEHEADING 


Cleveland Police Puzzled as 
Two Named by Slayer as 
“Victim” Turn Up. 


IDENTITY HUNT IS BEGUN 


Cleveland, Dec. 21 (A.P.).—Perplexed 
by both the ttentity of the victim and 
the motive for his slaying, detectives 
today believed some rite of voodooism 


would explain the killing and behead- 
ing of a man whose body was found in 
a basement here’ yesterday. 

Instead of seeking the identity of 
the killer, detectives had to reverse the 
usual order of crime mysteries and 
trace the identity of the slain man. 
They had under arrest Doss Wade, 37, 
negro, alleged “voodoo healer,” who 
told them he killed the man, but they 
were unable to learn who the victim 
was. 

Wade was arrested late yesterday 
shortly after the body of a decapitated 
man was found in the basement of 
the same house. Wade tried to flee 
from detectives, but was brought down 
with a bullet wound in each leg. 

He told detectives he had beaten 
Nemo Gibbs to death with a gas pipe, 
robbed him of his weekly pay check 
of $35 and a watch, and then carried 
the body to the basement and severed 
the head, which he hid in a cupboard. 

Gibbs, however, walked into the 
police station a short time later “very 
much alive.” Then the “doctor” 
thought this victim might be Gibbs’ 
brother, William Gibbs, 25, but he too 
was found unharmed. 

Detectives said Wade then refused 
any further information and they ad- 
mitted themselves baffled. They would 
assign mo reason for the decapitation 
other than some voodoo rite. 

Wade, it was learned, had served 
time in the Indiana State Penitentiary 


for larceny.

CHARGE QUICKLY DENIED 


Kansas City, Dec. 21 (A.P.).—Charges 
that members of the police department 
supplied liquor for a riotous celebra- 
tion at a North side resort the eve of 
the November 6 election and that four 
men died from the effects of the drinks 
given away were made here today by 
James R. Page, county prosecutor, and 
promptly denied by police officials. 

Page said evidence would be pre- 
sented to the county grand jury that 
policemen took the liquor to the re- 
sort from police headquarters. In- 
vestigation, he said, had proved that 
the drinks, which were freely served 
to several hundred laborers and 
denizens of cheap hotels, or “flop 
houses,” contained “knockout drops.” 

Approximately 200 drunken men were 
arrested by police on Election Day and 
many of them were said to have ob- 
tained their liquor at the resort. 

Page said that one of the 
fatalities was that of an unidentified 
man who died in a patrol wagon. This 
was denied by Lieut. L. A. Woodiey, 
chief investigator for Lincoln E. Toyne, 
chief of police. He said police took 
25 to 30 intoxicated men from the re- 
sort. 

“None of those fellows died on our 
hands,” Woodley said. “If any died, 
they died afterward,” 

“The police department knows 
nothing about where these men got 
their liquor. We had nothing to do 
with it. Chief Toyne knew nothing 
about it. All we know is what we 
found when we got there.”

CHRISTMAS WEEK RITES 


An electric star that will gleam from 
the apse of the Washington Cathedral 
throughout the Christmas holidays 
was switched on last night. 

The star was presented some years 
ago to the cathedral by workmen em- 
ployed. by the cathedral contractors, 
And is lighted each Christmas as a re- 
minder of the sacred significance of 
the season. It is visible from nearly 
every section of the city. 

Christmas services at the cathedral 
will be held in the Bethlehem Chapel, 
which is directly beneath the star in 
the crypt of the great edifice and is 
devoted to a symbolic presentation of 
the story of the Holy Nativity. 

The Very Rev. G. C. F. Bratenahl, 
dean of Washington, will preach at the 
11 o’clock services Christmas morning. 
Christmas Day will close with an eve- 
ning prayer service at 4:30 o’clock in 
the chapel. The annual Christmas 
carol festival of the cathedral will be 
held December 30, at .4.o’clock in the 
afternoon. This service will be. broad- 
cast over WRC. 


Missionary to Preside. 


The Right Rev. Norman 8. Binsted, 
missionary bishop of Tohoku, Japan, 
will conduct the 11 o’clock service to- 
morrow at the cathedral. Bishop Bin- 
sted was recently consecrated in St. 
Alban’s Church. The Right Rev. James 
E, Freeman, Bishop of Washington, will 
preach at the people’s evensong service 
at 4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon, 

On Christmas Day the congregation 
of the Incarnation and St. Stephen’s 
parish will worship for the first time 
in their new building at Sixteenth and 
Newton streets, 

Bishop Freeman will dedicate the 
ehurch and the workmen’s window at 
the 11 o’clock service.

the attorney general and Shawnee 
County officials that he would expect 
vigorous law enforcement during the 
session of the legislature convening in 
January. 

“Throughout sessions of the legis- 
lature in recent years the growing use 
of booze parties given by lobbyists with 
the intention of infliencing legisla- 
tion has become a matter of common 
knowledge,” said Mr. Reed in a letter 
to the officials. “Not cnly is the pro- 
hibition law being flagrantly violated 
in Topeka during legislative sessions, 
but the manner of its violation consti- 
tutes a danger to public int:rest.” 

The governor-elect asserted that the 
“corporation lobby alrec y has had a 
big booze parivy at one of the principal 
hotels in Topeka,” at which, he said, 
committee assignments in the senate 
were discussed.

Expensive 


Toy So Far 


Pictures Produced, but Are 
Very Small and Not Sat- 
isfactory for General 
Entertainment, Such as 
Audio Broadcasting. 


During the last few months the en- 
gineering division of the Radio Manu- 
facturers Association has made a 
thorough survey of television experi- 
ments, the progress in the manufacture 
of television apparatus, broadcasting 
and reception, with the’ sincere desire 
to correctly inform not only the pub- 
lic, but the radio industry regarding 
the progress of and prospects for 
television. 

“The public should be told,’’ those 
who made the survey advise, “that tele- 
«Vision is an actuality today, but only 
just as is the airplane. The airplane is 
providing amusement for many en- 
thusiasts yet few people are deferring 
buying an automobile because they ex- 
pect to buy a plane instead next year. 
How many of us can remember well the 
dire predictions being made just about 
twenty years ago that the automobile 
had only a limited future because of 
the development of the airplane. 


“Current television pictures are pos- 
sibly just as good as pictures appear- 
ing in the daily press, but it should 
be emphasized that pictures of this 
quality are very small. It is like taking 
& vest pocket camera picture and re- 
ducing its detail to that of a news- 


‘paper screen. 


“Although the pictures are small, 
they provide excellent entertainment 
to @ careful and skillful radio experi- 
menter. They are not satisfactory for 
eneral entertainment and, from an en- 

ertainment standpoint, are in no way 
comparable with audio broadcasting. 


“The necessity for careful attention to 


the second-by-second operation of the 
receiver should be stressed. It should 


«“bé@ clearly stated that a television re- 


ceiver can not be started .nd then left 


to care for itself, as can an audlo- 


broadcast receiver. 


‘Terminology and medium of trans- 


Mission are points in which the public 


should be instructed. The complicated 


problem of synchronization is much 


simpler over wire lines than by radio. 
Many television experiments are carried 
on over wire systems, but this had not 
been sufficiently explained or empha- 
sized, so that the public has come to 
believe that all television is radio. The 
difference should also be emphasized 
between sending photographs by fradlo, 
the sending of images from moving-pic- 
ture films and the far more difficult 
feat of actual television. 

“Most television receivers use scan- 
hing disks. It is granted that these 
are not necessary, but other methods 
developed today are of the same order 
in size. As far as is known, there is 
not available as yet any television re- 
ceivers that a particular housewife 
would welcome as a companion piece 
for her living room furniture. 

“It is too little understood that going 
beyond the present small picture means 
added channels for broadcasting and 
that, under known methods, it would 
take the entire broadcast spectrum to 
put out a picture comparable with mov- 
ing pictures {n a theater. One of the 
most talked of television experiments 
required the use of three complete 
transmitters and receivers with a full 
crew of trained engineers to keep the 
system in operation.”

New York, Dec. 21.—Harold Shattuck, 
35, son of the multimillionaire head of 
the Schrafft store chain has been sued 
for separation by Mary Milburn, musi- 
cal comedy star, who accuses him of 
addiction to the flowing bowl. This 
was revealed today when Supreme 
Court Justice Wasservogel appointed 
George Z. Medalie referee to take testi- 
mony as to Shattucks financial ability 
to pay alimony and counsel fees. 

Young Shattuck is a graduate of the 
New York Military Academy and also 
of two sanitariums, where he took 
liquor cures, according to the affidavit 
of Mrs. Shattuck, in which she charges 
him with being an habitual drunkard. 
As @ result of his treatment she suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown she charges. 
They were married in November, 1923. 
Shattuck filed an answer denying all 
her charges.

EW ORLEANS, Dec. 21.—A stag- 
gering succession of long shots, 
which saw the downfall of every 
favorite in probably the weirdest day of 
racing from the players’ viewpoint in 
the history of American tracks, marked 
the program at Jefferson Park today. 

Not until the fifth race was run and 
won by Far Away, a 5 to 1 shot was a 
normal price paid. The first, second, 
third and fourth races provided rank 
Outsiders as the winners, with mutuels 
ranging in price from $14 to $44 for $2 
tickets. 

After the fifth extreme outsiders neg- 
lected in the betting again held sway, 
with a $144 mutuel being the reward of 
backers of the winner in the sixth and 
a $96 mutuel the return for every $2 
ticket on the winner in the seventh. 

Favorite and second-choice players 
were woefully beaten throughout the 
day, as horses thought to be superior 
mudders failed dismally on the heavy 
track, while little-rated contenders 
flashed down in front with sensational 
consistency. 


One industrious mathematician, 
struck by the abnormality of the 
prices, figured out that a $2 parlay 
on the winning horses for. the 
seven races would have netted the 
Staggering total of $6,567,146,230.31, 
a figure larger than the combined 
betting at all mutuel machines in 
the United States. 


Thunder Girl, at 1414 to 1, was the 
first winner by a length and a-half 
over Dusty Answer, a 9 to 1 shot, with 
Louisville, at 34 to 1, third. William 
P,, another 14 to 1 shot, beat out 
Gotham, the even money favorite, in 
the second and Mystery Ballot, at 
almost 20 to 1, scored in the third. 
The fourth fell to Chatson, a 21 to 1 
shot, which beat two other outsiders 
for first money, and the fifth saw Far 
Away score at the relatively small odds 
of 5 to 1. 

The upsets then resumed when 
Kajaba won the sixth race by 5 lengths, 
at a $144 mutuel, the longest price of 
the day, and the program wound up in 
a blaze of success for the long-shot fol- 
lowers who cashed in on Halu with $96 
returned for each $2 investment.

Gernaux Hartley, 23 years old, of

with medical experiments, he told 
police yesterday after he had left Gar- 
field Hospital, where he was treated 
for an overdose of peyote, a drug 
which he was alleged to have taken to 
determine its effects. 
* Hartley, who is employed by the 
Department of Commerce, and whose 
father, C. P. Hartley, is a scientist in 
the field service of the same depart- 
ment, has been studying medicine at 
George Washington University and has 
been studying certain drugs with a 
member of the staff of St. Elizabeths 
Hospital. According to police, he took 
seven “buttons” of peyote, which he 
said he obtained through the Interior 
Department, instead of-four, which is 
considered a normal dose. 


When admitted to the hospital, 
Hartley is said by police to have given 
a fictitious name and address.
